WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—German troops are retiring in or- 


derly fashion and in good humor before the American army of 
occupation in Luxemburg, .semi-official dispatches through the 
Committee of Public Information declared today. American troops 
are eager to push ahead and complete the job of occupation. "In 
spite of the German defeat the Teutonic troops are apparently in 
good humor," the dispatch said. "The retiring army is leaving 
little equipment behind and the troops are singing their war songs 
as they wthclraw. The general impression is that while they have 
been beaten they have not been conqured and their attitude toward 
the Americans is good humored. According to all reports and in 
spite of revolutionary talk the t.'oops are still in control of their 
officers. 
There is little evidence of disorder. Food apparently is 


plentiful among the German troops. 


"The Americans are not inclined to make their entrance into 


Germany oppressive. There is little indication that the crossing 
of the border will result in trouble and the impression is that the 
occupation of German territory will be pacific. 
In Luxemburg the 


Americans are receiving an ovation."

Oth- 
er dispatches reported that Bremen, Hamburg, East Freisland and 
bchleswig-Holstein had formed ar. independent republic with Ham- 
burg as the capital. 


Geneva dispatches said that all communications between Ber- 


lin and Switzerland have been interrupted. The Spartaus group 
has been warned by the Notet'alri Zeitung to beware of a counter 
revolution. 


In Berlin troops have been brought into the city to provoko 


the extremists and then turn machine guns on them. 
Socialists 


in Berlin are planning the formation of an army. 
Every soldier 


will wear the same kind of uniform; over shoulder straps will tell 
the difference in rank. 


Spread of the Bolsheviki movement is growing and the au- 


thorities are taking every precaution. 
They are massing troop., 


and machine guns in buildings overlooking the principal streets. 
Carl Liebknecht has been urged by his supporters to ia:;e the 
same precautions. 


Chancellor Ebert declared in an interview that the Socialist 


group were united in their desire for peace and that only "a hand- 
ful of idiots wanted to continue the war". It was officially an- 
nounced that the Socialists and the Workmen's & Soldiers' Council 
had united.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—German troops are retiring in or- 


derly fashion and in good humor before the American army of 
occupation in Luxemburg, .semi-official dispatches through the 
Committee of Public Information declared today. American troops 
are eager to push ahead and complete the job of occupation. "In 
spite of the German defeat the Teutonic troops are apparently in 
good humor," the dispatch said. "The retiring army is leaving 
little equipment behind and the troops are singing their war songs 
as they wthclraw. The general impression is that while they have 
been beaten they have not been conqured and their attitude toward 
the Americans is good humored. According to all reports and in 
spite of revolutionary talk the t.'oops are still in control of their 
officers. 
There is little evidence of disorder. Food apparently is 


plentiful among the German troops. 


"The Americans are not inclined to make their entrance into 


Germany oppressive. There is little indication that the crossing 
of the border will result in trouble and the impression is that the 
occupation of German territory will be pacific. 
In Luxemburg the 


Americans are receiving an ovation."

group were united in their desire for peace and that only "a hand- 
ful of idiots wanted to continue the war".
